Text of President’s Denunciation 
Of Secret Big Navy Propaganda 


Following is the text of President Hoover’s denunciation of se- 
cret propaganda aguinst the reduction of armaments: | 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7. 


In the meantime, I have di- 
rected the Attorney Genera! to 
consider what action we can 
take. Unless the companies 
can show an entirely different 
situation from that which is 
purported in this suit, we are 
compelled to consider what 
measures can be proposed _ to 
free the country of such influ- 
ences, 


Every American has the right 
to express his opinion and to 
engage in open propaganda, if 
he wishes, but it is obviously 
against public interest for those 
who have financial interest in, 
Or may be engaged in contracts 
for the construction of naval 
vessels to secretly attempt to 
influence public opinion or pub- 
lic officials by propaganda in 
favor of larger armaments and 
attempt to defeat the efforts of 
the Government in world limi- 
tation of such armaments or to 
employ persons for such pur- 
poses. 


I am making this statement 
publicly so that there can be 
no misapprehension of my de- 
termination that our present in- 
ternational negotiations shall 
not be interfered with from 
such sources and through such 
methods.

MAKERS OF BOGUS 
$100 NOTES SCUGHT 


Bank Tellers Unable to Detect 
Counterfeits—Federal Re- 
serve Paper Duplicated. 


By Leased Wire From the New) 


| York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—United 
States secret service agents are 
making a determined search for 
a gang of counterfeiters which 1s 
printing and. passing what the 
Federal officials and bankers de- 
scribe as an “almost perfect $100 
note.” This was made known 
here yesterday. 

The counterfeit is made in du- 
plication of the old large size cur- 
rency and on issues of the Federal 
Reserve Banks of New York, Phil- 
ledelphia and Cleveland. None in 
authority could estimate how many 
ef these spurious bills have béen 
Gistributed. 

Where ordinarily counterfeits of 
large denomination can be quickly 
detected by expert handlers of 
money, the bill being put out by 
this gang defies even the scrutiny 
of veterans. In some instances the 
bills escaped detection until exam- 
ined by the Government, Bank 
tellers, with the spurious bills un- 
der magnifying giass, have not been 
sure whether the note was good or 
bad. 

Banks in New York and else- 
where are exercising the utmost 
precaution when $100 bills are of- 


fered. ® An example of this care was 
found here in the National City 
Pank. Customers of the bank of- 


fering $100 bills for change or de- 
posit are requested to sign their 
names on the notes. Then the bills 
are sent to the subtreasury for in- 
spection. 


ALL NEW ORLEANS STREETS 
FLOODED BY HEAVY RAINS 


Traffic Suspended for Hours; In 
Some Places Water Is Six

Cup, Exceeds Old Record 
by 47 Miles an Hour at 
Calshot, England. 


DEFENDS. TROPHY 
AGAINST ITALY 


Waghorn’s Teammate Dis- 
qualified After Making 
332 Miles an Hour on 
One Leg of Course.

RYDE, Isle of Wight, 
Sept. 7.—Great Britain today 
tained the Schneider race cup, its 
entrants flying faster than any hu- 
man being has traveled before and 
setting a new world’s record for 
speed. The Italian contestants, 
their only rivals, had little chance 
as challengers for the trophy. 
Flying Officer H. R. D. Wag- 
horn, in a Supermarine Rolls Royce 


S-6, set a new record with an aver- 
age speed of 328.63 miles an hour, 
surpassing the previous record 
made by Lieut. Webster of Great 
Britain in 1927 by 47.14 miles an 
hour. 

Flying Officer R. L. R. Atcher- 
ley, in a machine identical to Wag- 
horn’s, surpassed ihe world’s speed 
record of his comrade on one of 
his legs and set a new one with a 
mark of 332.49 miles an hour. 
Waghorn previously had made 
331.10 miles an hour on one of the 
flights around the Solent course. 


Entrants Disqualified. 


Some confusion was created aft- 
er the race by the annguncement 
that Atcherley was disqualified 
when he failed to pass around a 
pylon marking one of the course 
points. But a late announcement 
made plain that the world’s record 
of 332.49 miler an hour would 
stand, because Atcherley twice 
made it. The first. time was on 
his fourth leg and the second, 
equaling that mark, on the seventh.

GRAPE GROWERS AGREE T0 AID 
DRY LAW, DORAN ANNOUNCES 


They Have Promised to Help Pre- 
vent Diversion of Grapes to 
Bootleggers.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Prohi- 
bition Commissioner Doran an- 
nounced yesterday that California 
grape producing interests had 
agreed to attempt to regulate their 
Eastern markets to prevent grapes 
going into bootleg wine channels, 

Doran said the grape growers 
had agreed to place watchers in 
New York in their effort to pre- 
vent the diversion of grapes into il- 
legal channels and declared he ex- 
pected the action to appreciably 
lower the illicit wine supply in the 
East. 

The prohibition commissioner, 
who returned today from a month's 
trip to California, said the Califor- 
nia grape growers had met him 
more than half way in arriving at 
the agreement. He added that the 
action was looked upon as the first 
co-operative effort between the 
producers and the bureau to block 
illegal manufacture of wine.

In view cf the reports that the 
wreckage was burned, experienced 
air men said there was no hope 
that the one woman and seven men 
who were eboard could have es- 
caped. It would indicate that the 
ship had crashed into the moun- 
tain and an explosion followed.

‘Survivors, if Any, Could Easily 


Have Walked to Safety, Says T. A. T 


General offices of the Transcon- 
tinenta! Air Transport told the 
Post-Dispatch this afternoon that 
they accepted as true Pilot George 
Rice’s report that he had found 
their missing liner, City of San 
Francisco, on Mount Taylor, near 
Grant, N. M. They added, regret- 
fully, that they had no hope that 
any of the eight persons aboard 
had survived. 

This statement was made by J. V. | 
Magee, vice presi¢-nt and gen-| 
eral manager of T. A. T. and 
Donald Bartlett, assistant gen- 
eral-manager, who from their gen- 
eral offices in the Syndicate Trust 
Building have been directing the 
great airplane hunt for the miss- 
ing plane since last Tuesday. 

Pilot Rice, a Western Air Ex- 
press pilot who had joined in the 
search, reported to T. A. T. officers 
that he had circled low three times 
over Mount Taylor and had reen 
a plane which he was certain was 
the missing City of San Francisqg. 

Magee and Bartlett said that’ 
any of the crew of. three or the 


five passengers had survived they 
would have been heard from be- 
fore now, as the point where Rice 
sighted the plane i« only about 18 
miles from Grant, and only about 
three miles off the regular course 
of the T. A. T. liners. 

General Manager Magee said, 
ufter verifying the first reporta of 
the finding of the wrecked plane, 
that he had no further informa- 
tion to show whether bad weather 
had any part in the disaster. 

He said yesteriay that no in- 
formation was received before or 
after the plane lteft Albuquerque, 
to show any unusual weather diffi- 
culty, and that no such informa- 
tion had been received since. No 
bulletin of dangerous weather 
conditions was given to Piilet 
Stowe, or radioed to him after he 
had left, because the company had 
no such information.
